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lamella thickness of different crystallites is different and thus the melting temperatures 
are different. The process, that is the transition of polymer chains from the crystalline 
state to the liquid state, is always the same only the temperature at which it occurs varies 
and depends on the ratio of melting enthalpy and surface energy of the crystallites. 

Thus, a "peak" is everything between the points where the curve of heat flow 
versus delta T caused by a single process, e.g., by melting, deviates from the base line 
and where it returns to it, independent of the shape in-between. 

From this follows, what the widths at half or quarter peak height are, since a 
"peak" has its boundaries where the curve touches the base line and has only one highest 
point or, in the rare case that there might exist two or more tips with the same height, they 
have the same height. Thus, half or quarter peak height are exactly defined. 
Even in case that this is not "pure logic", this is at least unambiguous . 
With respect to the 35 U.S.C. §112, fourth paragraph rejection of claim 32, claim 
32 further limits claim 17, because it further limits claim 17 to a broad melting range. 
Claim 17 requires a broad, bimodal or multimodal melting range. Claim 32 is clearly 
narrower and requires only a broad melting range.
